Another reform of highest import- 
ance consists in the offer of $10 per 
student to help districts lower the size 
of classes in the first, second and 
third grades to 33 pupils. beginning a 
year hence, and to 30 pupils in 1969. 

In answer to the obvious question 
of where the money js to come from, 
the California Teachers Association 
argued that no increase in State taxes 
would be necessary to meet the new 
aid level for 1964-65, since the auth- 
orized boost for the coming year is 
$50 million and since State budget sur- 
pluses for the past five years have 
never fallen below $45 million. In the 
following year, when increased aid 
rises to the level of $120 million, the

It evolved during this two- 
month period from a bill that 
most educators called ‘‘finan- 
cially deficient and organiza- 
tionally roughshod’’ to a bill 
with an unprecedented amount 
of increased State school fi- 
nancial support provided, and 
democratically equitable in its 
approach to school district or- 
ganization reform. 

Two agents are credited 
with encouraging its growth 
toward ultimate maturity. One 
was criticism, determined but 
constructive, from the people | 
who would have to live with 
the provisions of the bill. They 
were school board members, | 
administrators, teachers and 
local citizens concerned over 
the amounts of money pro- 
vided. 

The second influence was an | 
awareness by the Legislature | 
that an initiative was being 
circulated to provide substan- 
tially larger State funds. 

As introduced on March 23, 
AB 145 provided an unspeci- 
fied amount of funds. As 
amended in the Assembly on 
April 2, it provided approxi- 
mately $40 million for the fis- 
cal year 1964-65 and it was 
estimated that it might have 
provided up to $75 million by 
1965-66. It also eliminated a

“Such a study would dem- 
onstrate that the County rec- 
ognizés its responsibility for 
regional planning and that 
there are strong positive 
values to be gained from this 
type of research and projec- 
tion.

7. It would provide an offi- 
cial instrument enabling State 
and Federal agencies to co- 
ordinate their planning with 
that of local governments 
where required by law. 

8. It would further confirm 
the intention of County levels 
of government to retain the 
right to formulate decisions 
relevant to County areas of 
jurisdiction, thus providing re- 
sistance to the usurpation of 
the decision-making function 
by higher levels of govern- 
ment. 

“Therefore, in view of the 
above cited benefits which will 
accrue to the County upon the 
adoption of such a study; 
further, in view of the demon- 
strated support for this proj- 
, it is recommended that 
the Board of Supervisors: 

1. Select a consultant from
